Officials Plan Delivery 
Of $800,000 in Bonds 


City officials will deliver 
$800,000 in general revenue 
bonds to the purchaser, F. S. 
Smithers Co., New York, ¿on 
Wednesday, Jan. 18. 

Plans for the delivery of the 
bonds to the New York firm 
were discussed during the re- 
gular meeting of the Belle 
Glade City Commission on 
Monday night. 

The bonds were sold to fin- 
ance construction of a new 
water treatment plant and an 
elevated storage tank, accord- 
ing to City Manager Tevis 
Huguely. 
With the growth of the arca, 
plus the increase in industrial 
activity here, the Commission 
decided upon the need for a 
larger plant and more storage 
facility. A study was made by 
Russell and Axon, consultant 
engineers, Daytona Beach, 
which was accepted by the 
commission. 

Bids for the improvements 
will be opened in the city man- 
ager's office at 11 a. m., Fri- 
day, Feb. 3. 

Much interest has been 
shown in the projects, accord- 
ing to Huguely, who said that 
25 requests for details of plans 
for constructing the facilities 
have been received from con- 
tractors. 

The new water plant will be 
able to process 4,500,000 gal- 
lons daily. This is expected to 
take care of the anticipated 
growth for the next 10 years. 

The bonds, which bear five 
percent interest, will mature 
over a period of 36 years. 
Anticipated revenue from U 
plant is expected to retire the 
bonds.

The boycott sealed off the 
loading zone both Monday and 
Tuesday mornings, The zone 
is the recruiting area for Belle 
Glade farmers gathering har- 
vesting crews. 

Tommy Martin, representa- 
tive of the Industrial Union 
Department, (IUD), AFL- 
CIO said no comment could 
be made at this time about 
future boycott plans, 

The halt was called, Martin 
said, "To give the growers a 
chance to get right, offer de- 
finite proposals.” 

The boycott is being con- 
ducted on a day to day basis, 
Martin said. 

IUD officials said the im- 
mediate goal was in increase 
in pay, with improved housing 
next on the list. The officials 
did not wish to comment on a 
target minimum wage, saying 
workers would have to meet 
and make that decision. No 
workers meeting has been plan- 
ned at this time, Martin said. 

Vigilant police officers, both 
city and county, keep a close 
watch on the loading zone 
area where crowds gathered 
Monday and Tuesday morn- 
ings.

“An extremely important as- 
pect of this approach is that it is 
based on a raw material which is 
both widely abundant throughout 
the globe and low in cost by com- 
parison with alternative protein 
sources. Should this approach be 
successfully worked out, we might 
have here a contribution to man- 
kind's food needs which could ul- 
timately rival that made by ow 
industry when it replaced muscle 
power on the farm with energy 
from petroleum." 


Mr. Ernest G. Swigert, the 
highly articulate head of a large 
heavy equipment company, has a 
way of diseussing questions of prin 
ciple with a iction that is all 
too often sadly lacking in most 
public utterances.

Where Will It Stop? 


A new grocery store has open- 
ed in Brooklyn. In itself that would 
not be news, but this is a different 
kind of grocery store. [t-has been 
sponsored by the U. S. Office of 
Economic Opportunity and repre- 
sents the opening of a new front 
in the poverty war. The “grocery 
store in question is a non-profit 
cooperative, which will use antipo- 
verty funds to enter into competi- 
tion with private enterprise. 

According to Barron's the Na- 
tional Business and Financial Week 
ly, government poverty funds ar 
heing used as the starting point for 
what amounts to a whole new re- 
tail dis" cibution system — a system 
that wil! be patterned after the co- 
operative outlet that has just 
opened in Brooklyn. In the words 
of Barron's, "All will use federal 
antipoverty funds to set up shop 
in competition with private enter- 
prise Already on OEO's pa 
roll are some 20,000 ‘aides’ operat- 
ing out of 1,000 Community Ac- 
tion Cent They are spreading 
the co-op gospel-door-to-door, even 
as they begin to form the actual 
units." 

These federally-sponsored co- 
operatives will not be confined to 
grocery stores, They will spread in- 
to all manner of goods and services. 
hey will confront the taxpaying 
retail distributors with subsidized 
government competition on a scale 
that could welPundermine the m; 
distribution system that, as a part- 
ner to mass-production, has done 
much to raise the American 
standard of living to its present 
eminence. 

Government entering busines 
on this broad new front poses a 
threat to the basic principle of prin
